Telephonic and railroad, communication 
between Baku and the suburban oll centers 
is cut, and late last night it was reported that 
the wires into Baku were down. 


| Troops Are Powerless. 

The viceroy of the Caucasus has dispatched 
reinforceménta of troops from Tif_fs, but ow- 
ing to the condition throughout the whole of 
the southern part of the Caucasus, even with 
thege reinforcements the troops will be in- 
adequate to cope with the situation. In the 
suburban region the fight is desperate, and 
the soldiers are using artillery. 

Representatives of thé oil industry here 
are utterly despondent and declare that on 
the basis of the telgrams so far received, 
more than half of the indusary in the Baku 
region has been wiped out, and that the fire 
is making rapid inroads | into the remainder 
of the oil territory 


A press dispatch from Bak approved by 
the: censor, says: 

“The rival ‘factions are concentrating tn 
their own quarters heré. The situation is 
exceedingly tense. Murders are frequent, 
Cannonading is heard from time to time. In 
the moslem quarter tha patrols have been 
fired upon. Balakhan is on fire, and the 
Armenians are surrounded by armed vil- 
lagers, ‘apparently Tartars,’ and the can- 
nonading there is unceasing. 


Great’ Fires Still Raging. 

Other advices state that a hot fight is 
going on between Armenians and Tartars at 
Bibiebat and that great fires are still raging 
at Sabunto and Noman, fed by immense 
tanks of naphtha, of which there are 1,600in 
that region, and that the conflagration at 
Baku, where up to last évening the tanks of 
the society of Baku were intact, is steadily 
increasing. Under these conditions, with 
fighting going on in the streets and with a 
hurricane blowing, advides say, it will be al- 
most impossible to extinguish the fires. 

Ofl men who assembled at St. Petersburg 
yesterday formulated measures which they 
deemed.imperative and which they presented 
to Finance Minister Kokovsof®. These meas- 
ures, which probably will be laid before the 
emperor, after detailing the causes leading 
to the present situation, ask that the oil 
works be surrounded by troops and that the 
inflammatory elements—namely: the Ar- 
menians and, Tartars—be entirely excluded 
from the oil region. 

The oil men declare that they do not hold 
the workmen responsible, and that the re- 
grettable events were mot caused by the 
workingmen’s movement, which is economic 
and political, but that their causes are deep- 
rooted in the long continued general disorder 
which has reigned in thé region owing solely 
to rivalry among the races. 


Means Famine in Oil. 

A prominent oil man eXplained that the loss 
would be more far reaching than the mere 
financial value of the oil and naphtha con- 
sumed and of the tanks, buildings, and ma- 
chinery destroyed, because the supply of oil 
for purposes of fuel could not be replaced 
inside of a year, and that the transportation 
of Russia, which makes a heavy use of oil 
for fuel, would suffer greatly. He saidit was 
/ the custom to accumulate stocks of naphtha 
in. winter for consumption in summer, and 
that there now was nO recourse except to 
import oil] at higher prices or to have resort 
to the costly adoption of plants and loco- 
motives which would consume other fuel. 

It is expected that the ministry of finance 
will take immediate steps to remove or re- 


conference of experts and others interested 
in the use of ofl for fuel recently held at the 
suggéstion of the minister of finance. 


More Fighting in Kishineff. 

Advices from Kishiteff say thet street 
fighting continues. Roughs are sacking the 
Jewish shops, killing or wounding many of 
the inmates. It is said that more than twenty 
soldiers have been killed. The Jewish self- 
defense committee ts active in organizing 
resistance to the troops. 

According to details: of the disorders on 
Sept. 4, received by the ministry of the In- 
terior, the affair originated in an attempt of 
the authofjties to disperse demonstrators at 
the funeral of a Jewesés, and developed into 
a combat between Jewish manifestants and 
socialistic workmen, and a mob of rowdies 
and anti-Semitics. ) 

The official dispatch: ‘does not mention any 
persons being killed, and it is believed there 
were no fatalities. 

According to the dispatch the police did not 
interfere with the parade so long as it was 
orderly, but when re@ flags appeared and 
revolutionaty cries were heard the police and 
troops commenced to disperse the manifest- 

ants, who answered | ‘with revolver shots, 
which attracted a great crowd and a racial 
fight began. Among the wounded were three 
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First Society Leader—“ Deuced bore, these tax collectors, aren't they?” 
Second Society Leader—“ And these dreadful camera flends, awful bores, aren’t they?” 
First Society Leader—‘‘The whole common herd is a bore, all of ‘em, aren’t they?”

PICNICKERS SEE A TRAGEDY 


Veteran Surveyor F. C. Rossiter 
Killed by Train at Hammond. 


AT WORK WITH HIS 


SON. 


Finishing Task and Preparing to Start 
for Home When Struck. 


Frederick C. Rossiter, veteran surveyor 
and civil engineer of Chicago, was killed 
under the wheels of a Lake Shore suburban 
train late yesterday afternoon in Hammond, 
within view of a picnic party In the town. 

Mr. Rossiter, whose office was at 91 Wash- 
ington street and who resided with his fam- 
ily at 1004 West Van Buren street, had been 
émployed by Oliver O. Forsyth of 1915 Mich- 
igan avenue to survey some land at Ham- 
mond in dispute between the Forsyth estate 
and the Baltimore and Ohio railway. 

He worked at this task all day long, his 
assistant being his young son Robert. 

At 5 p. m. Mr. Rossiter said to William 
Breckenridge, who has charge of the picnic 
grounds where the merrymakers were cele- 
brating nearby: “We want to.catch the 
Roby car and get back to Chicago for the 
good supper I know mother has ready for us.” 


Tape Stretched Across Tracks. 


Just at that moment a Lake Shore local 
train, with three day coaches, appeared 
around a ctirve. Mr. Rossiter shouted to his 
gon to unloose the eteel tape, which, in order 
to make his last measurement, he had 
stretched across the railway tracks. 

The boy failed to hear him because of the 
noise made by the approaching train, and 
Mr. Rossiter started to do it himself. The 
engine caught him im the back and tossed 
him a hutidred feet across the right of way 
before the horrified gaze of the boy and pic- 
nickers. 

Mr. Rossiter was placed in the baggage 
coach and physicians on the train came to 
his assi#tance. His back was found to be 
broken ’*and he died just as the train reached 
the Whiting station. 

Worked Way Through School. 

Mr. Rossiter. was born at Oberlin, O., July 
16, 1844, and was @ graduate of the Oberlin 
Business college.’ He worked on a farm to 
earn money enough to goto school. In 1866 
he went to Oshkosh, Wis., and obtained em- 
ployment as fireman on the Northwestern 
railway. Hie camé to Chicago in 1867, and 
entered the office of Wolcott & Fox, sur- 


veyors, to learn the business. He was grad- | 


uated from Van Dernailier’s school of engi- 
neering & few years later. In 1870 he became 
assistant engineer of the Milwaukee ‘and 
Northern railway, and late in the same year 
resigned to become city engineer of Chicago. 
When the great fire came in 1871 he secured 
the position of assistant engineer of the 
Rockford Central railway. A few months 
afterward he gave up that work to help re- 
survey Chicago. ; 

He was deputy county surveyor for six 
years, and in all was engineer for Rosehill 
cemetery for sixteen years. In 1880 he was 


chosen engineer of the Union Stockyards 
and Transit company. 

At the time of his death Mr. Rossiter was 
vice president of the Illinois State Board of 
Agriculture, having been elected in 1898S. 
Last night he had expected to leave for 
Springfield to attend a meeting of the state 
board to perfect arrangements for the state 
fair. 

During his career in Chicago, Mr. Rossiter 
had surveyed some 250,000 pieces of property. 
He is survived by a wife, four sons, and one 
daughter. Two sons, Jay and Edgar, are 
now employed by the city as civil engineers. 
Mr, Rossiter was the second oldest surveyor 
in point of service in the city.

London Evening Paper Questions 
Validity of Special License. 


FRIENDS ARE NOT WORRIED. 


Persons Who Were in Charge Too Ex- 
perienced to Make Mistake.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—Owing to the fact that 

the celebration of the marriage of Marshall 
Field and Mrs. Delia Spencer Caton of Chi- 


‘cago in St. Margaret's, Westminster, was not 


open to the general public—and possibly to 
certain English newspaper correspondents— 
an attempt is being made to cast doubt on 
the validity of the ceremony. 

The Evening News tonight contains 4 
statement that the special license granted 
to Mr. Field by the archbishop of Canterbury, 
like all others, says that “ the wedding is to 
take place in the presence of ‘ all Christian 
people willing to be present.’ ” 

The Evening News quotes a highly placed 
authority who says: ‘“ There was no justi- 
fication, in strict ecclesiastical law, for any 
Christian desirous of attending being kept 
out of the church.” 

View of “High Official.” 

Another “high official,’’ also nameless, at 
the faculty office of the doctors’ commons, 
said, according to the same paper: 

“The point raised is of public importance 
and the holding of the marriages in strict 
privacy is not recognized by us. In all spe- 
¢ial licenses granted by us, although it is 
expressly understood that the marriage can 
take place at any hour of the day or night, in 
buildings and grounds consecrated or un- 
consecrated, it is stated that all Christians 
must be admitted if they so desire and there 
is room. Even when permission is given under 
special circumstances for the wedding to be 
solermnized in a private house, the clause 
about ‘all Christians willing to be present ’ 
is inserted and, of course, in a church, the 
doors should have been opened to the general 
public at such a time.”’ 

Friends Are Not Worried. 

The license was obtained throtigh the Amer- 
ican embassy in London and all arrangements 
were in the hands of its secretaries or those 
of Spencer Eddy of the American embassy 
in St. Petersburg, who, having been at one 
time one of the secretaries of the embassy 
here, is fairly conversant with English laws 
and customs. Friends of Mr. Field say he is 
too keen a man of business and the embassy 
staff are too well informed on such matters 
for any step to have been taken with regard 
to the marriage which was not thoroughly 
within the law. 

Mr. and Mrs. Field have gone on an auto- 
mobile tour through Devonshire and Corn- 
wall, Wales. They expect to be gone three 
weeks. They will return to London before 
sailing for New York early in October,

Seek Action Against Coroner. 

Walsh's attorneys will adopt either of 
these measures in the effort to further retard 
aetion by the coroner's jury and begin action 
for defamation of character against the jury 
and coroner. with the object of securing an+ 
other injunction restraining the inquiries 
until the damage suit is disposed of. It is 
probable that a damage suit will be started. 
It will be; like the injunction proceeding, 
unique in the ahnals of criminal jurispru- 
dence. 

Walsh, who certainly is under a cloud at 
Crandon, one moment says he wants an in- 
vestigation, the next that he fears a verdict 
of suicide may be returned, and this would 
injure the memory of his dead wife; who was 
At all times he insists 
that political animus is stirring the coroner's 
jury, which, however, was selected by a dep- 
uty who is one of his personal friends. He 
protests his innocence of any crime. 


Divided as to Guilt. 


The feeling in| Crandon was summed up 
tonight by Attorney John F. Hooper who ap- 
peared for the coroner and relatives of Mrs. 
Walsh, as follows: 

“ Eighteen women out of twenty and 
twelve men out of every twenty in Crandon 
believe that Walsh either killed his wife or 
drove her to suicide.”’ 

Mr. Hooper was careful to add, “As for 
myself I don’t know what to believe. It 
could not have been accidental. I don’t see 
how it could have been either suicide or mur- 
der.”’ 

An analysts of the reasons of those who 
incline to the murder theory follows: 
Walsh's opposition to the investigation; 
Mr. and Mrs. Walsh quarreled on the night 
of the shooting; Walsh locked himself in his 
bedroom without taking supper; Mrs. Walsb 
broke into a room, splitting the door; there. 
were words indicating a quarrel overheard.by 
Miss Mildred Ward, guest; Mrs,.Walsh was 
found unclad, which her modesty would have 
forbade had she intended to take her life; 
there were no powder marks on her body or 
the thin undergarments she wore; she was 
found lying on the bed with her corsets open 


‘and no builet hele in them; and could not have 
reached the bed in that condition; the bullet 


would bave gone through the corsets if she 
had worn them. A small caliber target pistol 
that discharged the fatal bullet was found 
lying under the bed clothing some distance 
from'‘the hand of the wounded woman, and a 
box of cartridges was scattered about the 
dresser. 

The priest who received the last confession 
of Mrs. Walsh said: 

“It was neither accident nor suicide.” 

These arguments were put to Walsh to- 


night and though nervous he refuted. them

Why He Asked Injunction, 


, “* Why did you ask for that injunction?’ 

When James A. Walsh was asked this ques- 
tion tonight at the Sherman house he was 
startled. It had been a trying day, but he 
recovered himself quickly and began to rea- 
son it all out with a lawyer’s calm, judicial 
mind. 

‘Il wanted an investigation at first,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ lam certain it was accidental shoot- 
ing. Then my friends pointed out to me that 
most of the jurors were my political enemies. 
They feared that a verdict would be brought 
in that would injure me. 
the jury what to do—Hooper, whom I had 
defeated for district attorney. It was my 
duty. I had called it as district attorney, yet 
they would not allow me to be present when 
they were taking testimony.” 

‘* Did you fear that they would bring tn a 
verdict that your wife had committed sui- 
cide ?’’

My wife was 
standing at the dresser taking down her hair, 
and I suppose in putting away the hair pins 
she touched off the pistol, which accidentally 
might have been cocked.

He explained the position of his wife onthe 
bed by the circumstance that the dresser 
and bed were in such close proximity that 
she easily could have fallen there. Walsh

‘*Do.you suppose,” said he, “ that with 
my .experience in ‘criminal cases and with 
gunshot wounds, that I would have selected 
as a.deadly weapon that toy pistol? There. 
is not once in ten that a wound from it 
would be fatal. It was just a popgun. . The 


barrel was not more than three inches iemg.: 


If I had been going to—there’s a revolver 
at my office——’’ 

He did not finish the sentence, but began 
again.

There could have been no possible 
motive. There has been a good deal of mis- 
understanding about this matter.

AGED COUPLE ARE HURLED FROM 
THEIR SEATS. 


Immense Throng at Minnesota State 


Fair, St. Paul, Behold Pair Thrown 


Out by Suddex Swerving of Struc- 
ture—-Woman Is Killed Almost Ine 
stantly and Man May Not Live— 
Panic Results in Crowd and Many 
of Weaker Sex Faint.

St, Paul, Minn., Sept. 6.—{Special. }—In the 
sight of thousands of pleasure seekers here 
today A. Seventhal and wife, each about 65 
years old, were thrown from the top car of 
a Ferris wheel. The woman is dead and 
the man unconscious, One arm is broken, 
his skull probably fractured, and he is in- 
jured internally. The couple came from 
Eau Claire to attend the state fair, In prog- 
ress here. The wheel is an attraction at 
the fair grounds. 

The wheel is about seventy feet high. Mr. 
and Mrs. Seventhal were in a car by them- 
selves. All the other cars were occupied. 


Wheel Swerves, Couple Falls. 

When the couple was at the highest point 
the wheel for some reason swerved and the 
two were hurled out. Mrs. Seventhal struck 
the ground on her head. Her skull was frac- 
tured and other injuries inflicted. She died 
when she reached the hospital. 

When her husband was taken there he re- 


covered consciousness for a moment and gave } 


his name and address. -Then his senses again 
left him, and he has not recovered conscious- 
ness. 

There were 50,000 persons on the grounds at 
the time. The sight of the fall caused sev- 
eral women to faint and caused a temporary 
panic. No other person on the wheel wasin- 
jured. 

The Seventhals are strangers in the city. 
The authorities at Eau Claire have been noti- 
fied, The body of Mrs. Seventhal is held 
until her family or friends have been heard 
from, 

Panic Among Passengers. 

Consternation prevailed among the hun- 
dred or more persons on the wheel when the 
fatality occurred. A number of women and 
children among them with difficulty were re- 
strained from jumping from the wheel. 

The wheel had been carefully inspected this 
morning and again at noon, and was found 
apparently to be in perfect condition. The 
Seventhals were not hanging out of the seats 
or over the railing when the accident hap- 
pened. What caused the car to swerve is 
not known, and doubtless will not be until 
the coroner's inquest.

BERLIN, Sept. 6—Prominent Jews here 
have received details of the anti-Semetic 
riots at Kertch, where the Jew baiters ran 
amuck, plundering and destroying property, 
and burning houses in all directions. They 
beat many Jews, men, women, and children, 
until they fell bieeding and Insensible. 

Gome of them seized the 2 year oid son ofa 
Jewish tradesman named Hirschmahn and 
threw him into a bonfire they had made of 
The child was 
burned alive before the eyes of his parents. 
Many similar outrages are reported. 

After the atrocities had been proceeding 
for some hours sixty young Jews armed 
themselves with revolvers and resolved to 
defend the Ghetto. The. governor, 
hitherto had been passive, immediately sum- 
moned troops, who fired on the defenders, 
killing three and wounding eleven. The tota! 
Jewish casualties were six killed and more 
than 200 injured. Six hundred are reduced 


to destitution.

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—With the water of the 
river Oder tainted with cholera germs, the 
plague now threatens every town along that 
stréam, upon whose banks are some of the 
largest cities of the empire. The wife of a 
shipowner at Stettin, living at Posen, on the 
Werthe, a tributary of the Oder, died today. 
At three small cities on the Oder, about sev- 
enty-five miles south of here, three are dead 
of the malady. One dedth euch at Bromberg 
and Marienwerder, on the Vistula, whose 
waters are tainted, aré reported, and at the 
latter three fresh case are reported. Five 
more cases were found near Bromberg, at 
smali cities.; They are, among farmers. and 
raftsmen. 

In addition to these, the plague has ap- 
peared in the hotel and business district In 
Hamburg. This is the third in that city. 


Plague.in Center of Hamburg. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 6.~A case of cholera, the 
third up to’ date, was found today in the 
heart of the business apd hotel districts here. 
It is the wife of a coachman. 

The authorities trace the latest case of 
cholera to the same source as the other two. 
When the Russian emigrants came to Ham- 
burg they visited a dance hall. Here the 
woman evidently came into contact 
them. She layrecover. 

Dr McLaughlin, the, United States repre- 
sentative, sald today:

He has investigated the water 
system and it seems to him to be excellent. 
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FIND BIG ARMENIAN PLOT 
TO FORCE AtD FROM POWERS. 


Evidence Is Dis¢overed in Athens of 
Widespread Movement to Stop Op- 
pression by Turk. 


ATHENS, Sept. 6.—The recent discovery 
of a depot of arms, explosives, bombs, and 
infernal machines in the vaults of the Ar- 
menian church herehasled to the unearthing 
of what the police believe to be a widespread 
plot on the part of the Armenian revolution- 
ary committee. The intention is to compel 
the intervention of the powers to stop Turk- 
ish oppregsion in Armenia, by starting a 
series of outrages. Incriminating documents 
were found pointing to the existence of 
other depots. A number of Armenians have 
been arrested. 

The authorities say that evidence found on 
the men arrested shows they received large 
sums of money from the Armenian commit- 
tee in America. The maquiry has connected 
a number of Bulgarians and young Turks 
with the plot.
